Breeches be now and than defiled and profaned at our merry Banquets, 
when our Veſſels are over-charged, yet they are ſoon clean again, bee 
ing near ourſacred Bodies. 

But do you yet believe that we ate ſo holy ?. yea we can tell you what 
is incredible, 'our very Gate in walking in the fireet is holy : We ſup- 
poſe you Hzve obſerved onx manner of walking different from the Laity 
we 20 very wide, andſet out our toes at fo great a diſtance, that Hoges 
With their Yokes on their necks may paſs through our twiſts, bur that 
they are afrzid to approach ſo nigh our holy Shooes : Yea we are made 
ſo holy with the ſaid Oyt, that we cin ſpare a great deal; and yet have 
a enourh for our felves too; Oyl with us is like oyl in the Womans Bar= 
rel or Cruſe, *cis fill full, although ve ſell away good Rore yearly, whem 
ive conſecrate our Journey-men, or Curates, ſuch as we imploy in our 
Service ; beſides many Churches, Utenſils, and Garments, and yet we 
are ill full ; *Tis vonderful Oyl, and we hope you do all be- 


lieve ſo, | 
Ten. Whether your Religion be the beft, or as ſome ſay, the only Religion 
in the Warld ?

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Bifh. Yes; We doubt not. but 'ris the beſt,” and only Religion in the 
World : The Presbyterian, Independant, and Anabapiiſts Religions are 
pittiful poor things if compared to ours ; for there 15 not one Lord-Bi- 
ſhop nor Biſhoprick, amovg any of them ; alas, their Church-men are a 
company of poor pittiful fellows to us,: one of -them is contented with. 
One hundred pounds a year, bat we are not contented with froe or fixthas- 
ſand pounds by the year. Beſides, they will have all their Miniſters york 
haid with them, and for them, every week, and that we do not like. 
Taey will have their Miniſters fulfil their Miniſtry themſelves ; but in 
out Religion, we can fit till, we. can ſleep, eat, drink, and riſe up to. 
play, and make others do our work for us. Yea further, their Religi= 
ons are ſo ſtrict, that men are watched, and if they do, or ſpeak amils,, 
ornegle& their work, they (hall be preſently told of it, 'and it may be 
xeproved for it : but there is no {uch thing 1n our Religion ; there all 
ſorts of perſons may be a bad as their Biſhops, and walk in their Reps of 
Pride, and all other fins, and yet be blamleſs;. a. man need not fear 1e- 
proof in our Religion. Beſides, in the ſaid wayes of Religion, they will 
have ſuch cloſe-ſearching-Preaching, that 'tis impoſlible for perſons to 
be in quiet in their Conſciences for them, they will have ſuch perſons as 
ſhall divide between the joyots and the marrow; as the Scripture ſpeaks, 
that there is not a fin can eſcape their mouthes, ;but they will diſcover 
It to the perſons.in whom it is : 'Butit is. not ſo in our Religion, for ve 
ſuffer no ſuch Preachers to Preach openly ; and when we preach, we do 
all we can to keep all convincing; Truths far enough, cff from our Audi- 
tors Conſciences, knowing that if once the Conſciences of men be (a- 
vingly convinced by the Truth,they will forſake both us and ous Church 
when once their eyes be opened16 ſee.our, Church, what (be is ;:for 'tis 
one of the Excetlencies of our Religian, that we do not trouble each 
other, or any way intexrupt each other in. our ſeveral wayes of finning. 
| Welct the People alone, and they let us alone ; we tell them flories and 
preach ſome good ſayings of the Fathers, and ſome Sentences of Greek 
and Latine,and make the poor filly People cry us up for excellent Scho- 
lars, excellent Divines, good Church-men, and ſo we laugh toſee what 
fools we 1ide-; for as We ſaid before,our great care is to keep their eyes 
{but; and they not knowing what a ſad generation we are, have us in 
reverence, and dare not ſpeak to us to tel] us of onr wickedneſs for fear 
of ous horns. Again, their Religion 1s ſo fttit, that we judge it Wants 
much of that Charity that we have in ours; they will admit none into 
their Churches that are openly ſcandalous, or groſly ignorant, but our 
Chntrch isfull of ſuch : We are ſo charitable to-a1l Athieſts, Blaſphe- 
mers, Diunkards, and all others, that we make no difference, Thoſe 
| pei- 
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perſons that they do moſt highly eltzem for holineſs, we leaſt of all re= 
oard; we ſctuple not to give that which is holy unto Doggs, and to cat 
Pearls before Swine, * T18 our conltant practice to do ſo; but thoſe othey 
Religions are not ſo charitable, they make a ſeparation betiveen the 
clean and the wnclean, according to the Scripture; but we dare not be 
ſo ſtrait, we can give Childrens bread to Doggs ; we keep open Houſe, but 
theſe perſons (hut the Doors and keep them out, So that for theſe and 


other ſuch like Reaſons, 'cis evident that our Religion is the beſt, if nor 


the only Religion, excepring the Pop ſh, 

Ten, Now you ſpeak, of that, pray tell us if the Popiſh Religion and yours 
be not in many things alikg ; for we have heard that thoſe men,whom you call 
Phanaticks, have [aid » that it 1s very near of kin,at leaſt in many things,pray

7k How do ſuch illiterate men as you are know that ? we promiſe 
you we have done all we could to keep you ignorant of ſuch matters,for 
we knew if once you underſtood it, you Wopld loath us ; but we begin to 
fear that they have found out our cloven feet.: but ſeeing you defire our 
Solution in the caſe,we ſhall very briefly ſhe you wherein we and they 
agree, provided you will be private and keep it to your ſelves, 

Firſt, They and we agree in Church. Officers, our B. ſhops are Anoint- 
ed and conſecrated, With the.ſame Oyl, and by the ſame Authority that 
theirs are, Auſtin the Biſhop, brought it oyer from Rowe above One 
thouſand Years (ince, That is one thing. wherein: we ate exactly 
alike.

Courts and Officers as they have ; they keep Courts to get 
money, and to puniſh men in their own Names ; ſo do we to, The 
oreat deſign of ſetting up their Courts, and executing their Authority, 
there, is to afflict, trouble and 1uine the Innocent,and to kill their pur= 
ſes, by their oppreſſing and perſecuting ſuch; ſo do we. *'Tis our deſign 
and endeavour, and ive have been ſuccesful in it, and we promiſe you 
We will have you there to make trial of what we' ſay, that by 

our ſenſes, eſpecially the feeling ſence, you may be enabled to 

ieve all that we tell. you, if you. do- not prove good Tenants, and 
pay us our Dues exactly. 

Thirdly, Oar Church was formed and moulded only by the Romiſh Pat- 
tern; the very Foundation and Building is the ſame.

"to ſerve and maintain a Prelatical Intereſt? ſo is ours allo. Is theirs 
made to de/ude poor Souls? ſo is ours allo, : 

Foxrthly, We have ſome of their deluding and pernitious Doftrines, 
which we enjoyn Children to learn, that ſo they may be timely fenced 
a2ainſt the Truth : Ag in our Church- Catechiſm, we teach them to 
learn and ſay, That in their Baptiſm they were made Members of Chriſt, 
Children of God, «nd Inheritors of the Kingdom of Heaven, And to make 
it the more authentick, and confirm them in the Faith of it, we teach 
them, and accordingly practiſe before them, in and about our Confirming 
of them, thus, Defend, O Lord, this Child wh thy heavenly grace, that 
he' may continue thine ; perſwading them, that if they can ſay (by 
roat) the Lords Prayer, the Ten Commandments,and the Belzef,that then 
they are undoubtedly ſuch, and ſo need not to trouble themſelves to 
Jook after Regeneration by the Word and Spirie. And to ſecure this 
DoRrine-againk all contradiction, we enjoyn our Curats to teach, and 
fay, atall Funerals; whoever is butied, This our dear Brother or Sift 
deceaſed , in hope of a glorious Reſarrettion, although he or (he lived an 
died notorious Swearers, Drunkards, ang Blaſphemers. Beſides, we 
teach, That there are only two Sacraments, 41 generally neceſſary to Salva- 
tion, thatis to ſay, Baptiſme, and the Supper of the Lord, Where are 
implied; | 

I, That the Sacraments are generally neceſſary to Salvation : which is 
2 Do&rine of the Popsſh Church, but never taught by Chiiſt or his Apo= 
les. 

2, Here is ctearly implied, that the five other Sacraments inſtitu- 


ted by, and uſed in the Popiſh Church, Are Sacraments, and of ſome uſe, . 


&rnd not to be rejebted, although they are not generally neceſſary to Salvation; 
they may and ought to be recerved, and uſed as Sacraments, though not mith 
that bigh reſpett, as the two mentioned. We have ſeveral other DoQtrines 
of the ſame import, Which we cannot now ſpeak of, becauſe we muſt 
' haſte home. | 
Fifichly, We zgree with the Popsh Charch in our Church Service alſo, 
They have a ftinted Liturgy or Form of Prayer ; (0 have we allo, yei,an 
in the moſt parts of it, it 1s the ſame, we borrowed it of them.

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$;xthly, Out Ceremonies and their, are Birds of a Feather ; ours are 
very like theirs. Do they make and account their Chnrches hely Placer, 
and accordingly do them Reverexce when they come there, by putting 
off their Hatts, congying, and falling down in their Seats on their 
Knees,hen they fiiſt go into theſe Places? ſo do we likewiſe, Do they: 
( as tbey ſay ) beautifie the Houſes of God, in their adorning them with 
Gold, Marble, Pictures, and writing Sentences of Scripture on their 
Doors and Windows, (as this is one Sentence, Thu &s none other 
but the Honſe of God ; this s the Gate of Heaven, ) to draw fools there 
fo the Stocks, tio-get the more Cuſtomers to their Markets ? ſo do-we 
likewiſe. Again, Do they uſe; and Rricly enjoyn their Miniſters the 
nſe of the Croſs in Baptiſm? So de we. Kneeling at the Sacrament, 
the Bowing at the Name of Jeſus ? ſo do we.. Pretended holy Surpli- 
ces, Girdles, Gowns and other ſuch like Trinkets? ſo do we. Proceſ- 
ons, hely Fonts, and holy Rails and Tables ? ſo do we too. Again, Do 
they place all- their Religion in ſuch baſe, carnal and unworthy things, 
in ſuch pittiful empty nothings, gaudy vain ſhews, and trumperies of 
their own devifing, to draiv the eyes of ſenſualifts, and to delude the 
minds of the ſimple ? ſo do we likewiie. Again, Do they glory in thei 
carnal, vain-glorious, out-fide and formal Religion,judging.cenſuring, 
condemning and puniſhing all ſuch for Hereticks, as are not of their 
famp, and that dare not bow to their Image of Worſhip ? in like man= 
ner do wealſo. Sothat we hope we have ſatisfied you 1n this alſo, We 
might have enumerated many -more pieces of their and our Religion, 
but time haſtens, therefore let that ſuffice at preſent. 

Ten, If it pleaſe your Lordſhips, it be ſo as you ſay, we wonder that any 
reaſonable Creatures will be of your Religion, for 3n our Opimon you are all 
wuwch out of the way, | |

-we keep, as much as we can, all ſuch perſons as do not jump With us it 
our deſigns, from making known their grievances,and the many wrongs 
and injuries we do them in our Courts, and. otherwiſe, to their lawful 
TOR, that ſo we may keep our Intereſts entire 'and unmoleſt-

Foxrthly,We imploy andſend forth,as ignorant doſtheads,debauched 
end ſuperſitious Curats, our Journeymen,, as we can find, to work for 
us in our profitable Vineyards,thatthey by their DoQrine and PraRice, 
may detmuch and keep perſons in groſs ignorance :. We inſtrut them 
what they ſhall ſay; and how-they (hall ſpeak of :us their Maſters; and 
they underſtand our-meaning, and what our defigns.are,  (viz.) to.en- 
deavour all they can to preſerve our reputation among the People, and 
£0 cry us up as Perſons that came from Heaven ; and our Orders, and 
Authority, and high; Dignities, as divine and. ſacred things; avd to 
preach as little as poſſible, and to fill their belly with our old Broath, 
which hath ſtunk in the-noſtrils of all ſorts of .men theſe thirty years, 
and is very odious both*to the 'taſte. and fight of the wiſeſt and holieft 
men, For we know, that if we ſhould-imploy holy and able Miniſtery, 
<0 communicate the Light of the Goſpel among the People, their eyes 
would fooh be open to diſcern us, that it would be itnpoilible to hide onr 
deeds of darkneſs from them, Moreover, we were the men that pro- 
cured that Law, te filence all honeſt and conſcientious Miniſters, bee 
cauſe rhey fiood in our way, and.withſtood and obſtruted our defigns, 
fo'that we could not-reign an that height, peace, ſplendour, and tyran- 
ty as wedefired, until-we cauſed themes be removed, that ſa we might 
hear no move of them, and that xoom might be made for our Journey- 
men, By theſe andduchlike means, we got up, as We ftieved you be- 
_— and by the ſame, or ſuch like, we do fitfaſt as yet in our Sad- 


Fen, # re fatisfied in what you have. ſaid as to that alſo : Now pray 
vill xs if you be ſuch Biſhops as-ars Hpoken of in the Scripture, or whether you 
aretikg them in qualities, call and pratiices there mentioned ; and all that 
vake'wpon them the office and work, of Biſhops, are appointed ant commanded

- Biſh. No, in no'wiſe ; *for did you ever know ſuch Biſhops come 
from Popiſh Ryme, as came froin Jeruſalem? Rome is our Mother, the 
hats themwmother of barlots and abomernations : but Ferviſalem was theirs, 
Sadis-mentioned-in Scripture, and approvedof by Chriſt, They were 
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made Biſhips by the Spirit ne ag we do hate and deride , by 
the.Laws and Authority. of Jeſus Chuſt, as their: Lord and King : but 
we are made by the Antichriftian ſpirit, Laws and Authority of Rome, 
and, as Prelatical Biſhops, ive have nothing elſe to ſhew for our ſelves, 
but what was handed over to us by Komes Authority, But that we may . 
throughly convince and ſatisfie you otwhat we do here afſert, we do de- 
fire you to.take a little pains with us,; and bearken. unto us, while we 
do briefly (hew you in-ſome particulars,wherein the Scripture primitive 
Biſhops and we are unlike, and do diſagree ; andindeed to tell you the 
truth, we are almoſt, if not altogether, as unlike them as Light is to 
Darkneſs, Sweet, to Sowre, Black to. White,; the Prieſts of Bal to the 
Lords true, Prieſts ;. for we bave,flothing, but the Name of Biſhops, we 
are no Way worthy of the, Name, much leis of the Office, Work, Honour 
and Reyard of a trtie Biſhop : Alas -we ate but meer Shadows and Ima- 
pes of real Subſtances, meer pretenders to it, for aur gain, honour, and 
hlthy lucre, as will evidently appear in theſe following particulars. 

, . Firft,.. The Scripture = rimitive Biſhops were the Peoples Spiti» 
rual Servants, ſuch; as. did NS them ſpiritual things, in the 
name, hy the.authoricy, and according to the appointment of Chriſt, as 
his-and their ſervants, and were exprefly forbidden to Lord :t over their 
Flocks. The Apoſtles did accom ut thar higheſt honour, to be Chriſts and 
the Churches ſervants, 28 the Scripture tells us. But we do Lord it over 
Gods heritage, and domineer over them, as if they were not worthy to 
wipe out ſhoes, 'or to ſpedk to us; and we ate greatly diſpleaſed with 
ſuch as do not cringe to us, and giveus our Titles : yea, we do tytan- 
vically Lord it over the Kings true and . honourable Subjefts, ſuch as 
have adyentured their Lives and Fortunes for his Intereſt. Yea, we 
Lotd it oyer, and carry it diſdainfully towards many of the true Nobles 
and Peers of the Land. Weds. tyrannize and Lordit over, : 
- -I- The Bodies. andLiberties of the Kings loyal'SubjeRs, if their 
Canſciences be not fo large, ſtupified, and beſotted as ours are, tojoyn 
With us, and bid.us God ſpeed in our wicked wayes; them we.cauſe to 
'be humbled after taken, and impriſoned for meer triflles, and we have 
Agents fitted to ſerve our turns, and execute our tyrannical and bloody 

ecIees.

Eigihly, Scripture Biſhops did ot conſtrain their Kocks to ſubſcribe and ſwear 
10 bumane Inventions, Amichriftian Laws and appointments, and puniſh them that 
refuſed ; or ſuch as did in Conſcience deny to pay the temthsof their Eſtates and'La- 
bogers, to Idsl dumb Shepherds, to idle Drones, to Strangers, Thieves and Robbers, 
Butwe do : 'Tis our conſtant praRtice, as the poor enſlaved Nation can ſadly 
witneſs, There is no man fit, or worthy to miniſter the Ordinances of Chriſt, 
but ſuch as will ſubſcribe and ſwear to w, and ovr wayes, though they do-it-to 
their preſent and eternal wrong tnd ſhame + And ſuch as wilt not, we caſt out of- 
their Work and Free-holds,we brand and mark them with odious Reproxches, 
and render them to all as Enemyes to Church and State, 

Ninthly, Scripture Biſhops did look upon, and own themſelves, at Chriſts and 
the Churches Servants, to adminiſter bis Ordinances, and execute his Laws, only 
to, and among their flocks, and they brought in none of their own arnongft them, but 
kept cloſe to the Lord C brifs Orders, in all their admimſtrations, But we appoint, 
ſec up and adminiſter our own Laws and Ordinaxces, not minding or regarding 
Chiiſt's ; ſo that we ſerve our ſelves, not the Lord Jeſus, in adminiftring.; 
'Tis our oWn authority, the produQts of our own brains, that are obeyed and re- 
ſpefted in our own & Fourne)mens worſhiping, though the cotmon People ſee it not.

But.ve are ſo, mottby, ble, and. tranicendent'/in-our own 
apprebenfions, that we can, and do yungentake the charge; of ſeveral hundreds 
of Congregations: apiece z-20d:do you not thipk.that' we are. brave Bellows, 
notable Paſtors,laborious Workmen ; and that-we.ought tobe Lordedyreward- 
ed and reverenced, ſame of us 500,ſome 700,and other ſome $00:tunes'more 
then the Scripture Biſhops, ſeeing our charges are ſo much exceedingtheirs ; 
.though we never ſee the thouſand part of them. Yea, we are priviledged-be- 
yond they, for we.can capacitate ſome of our Journeymen Scavengers, to have

We thought, that (as the world now goes) we had done 
enough in procuring Laws, though we ſet hem to be executioners of them ; for 
we foreſaiv it would prove but dirty wnprofitable work; to affiiit innocent perſons, 
ro pleaſe our humors, and that it would make all the Agents about it, very bate- 
ful bath to God and Men, as is now evident; we ſay, we therefore in policy did 
commend it to ſuch of the Laity as would undertake it, not judging it pru- 
dence to dirty our owa ſacred fingers. with it, but with Pr/ate ro.wath them, 
and ſo proclaim, We are clear of the.blood. of theſe men; and. ſet the propbane 
Layty (as we account them) to pollute their. bands with it, and fo we have 
kept our ſelves clean.
